The symposium should offer an opportunity for 
participants to increase their knowledge in the area of molecular approaches to problems of immunity, 
autoimmunity and tolerance, lead to new collaborations in basic, applied, and clinical immunology, and 
in general inspire the Argentine scientific community with new research interests. I am enclosing a 
preliminary announcement from which you can see the faculty and scientific topics to be covered.
